A small five-part agerida of the Sierra Madre 
City Council was made livelier Tuesday evening by 
an item on the agenda and one brought up in the 
community communications. 

The proposed fire and police facility came 
under fire when the cost and necessity of the hose 
tower were questioned. Councilman Clem Bartolai 
said he thought a hose tower was “obsolete.” 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan said he understood 
that new polyester hose would replace the old cotton 
fire hose presently used by the fire department and 
Sierra Madre Fire Chief Ed Tracy explained “that 
type of hose would be phased in within the next 
iO years.” 

When questioned about the need for a large 
exerciose room, Tracy explained that the depart¬ 
ment was “in the process of implementing a health 
assessment program” since many deaths of firemen 
resulted from heart attacks. 

George Maurer questioned the need for any 
expansion when he said, “For a project that started 
out being a locker room for wom en this h as turn ed 
out to be a multi-dollar affair.” 

He stated that before the facility was occupied 
years ago, just after it was built, “the state came in 
and said it was an illegal facility in that its public 
restrooms were not accessible to the handicapped. 
You’re spending a lot of money and not correct¬ 
ing the problems .... also, if you remember, 
Charlie Brown was fire chief at the time and there 
was lengthy discussion over a hose tower. The 
facilities committee did not want to mar the pano¬ 
rama with a high structure and Fire Chief Brown said 
a hose rack, as proposed, would not suffice. As a 
compromise an open tower of pipe was construct¬ 
ed at minimum height so that 50 foot lengths of 
hose would be draped over. Now here we are a 
few years later blocking the view with an enclosed 
structure, completely contrary to the original con¬ 
cept. City residents are attempting to hold down 
building heights and the city is doing just the 
opposite by building a tall structure. As far as build¬ 
ing another meeting room, police and fire have 
shared the room for years and, yes, there have 
been disagreements but that should be up to admin¬ 
istration to solve those differences. The room will 
have minimum use. Churches build million dollar 
sanctuaries that get minimum use and they say 
theyre built to the “Glory of God.” I wonder who 
this is being built to the glory of. 

Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simpson took excep¬ 


tion immediately since, he said, he was on that 
earlier committee, and he explained that he didn’t 
“ever recall that state saying the building was 
improper ... We put in 1 'A years on the facility 
and we have a beautiful facility. At that time we 
had no women working for us (in the fire and police 
departments) ... 1 think it’s a disgrace a woman 
may be dressing and have someone walk in on her.” 

Maurer contended that he was in favor of 
the addition of a dressing room, and that was not 
the part he was talking about. It was the public 
restrooms and he defied a handicapped person to 
get into those facilities.

Mayor Buchan said, “The building is not open 
to the public; just the restroom facililties in the front 
dre* 

Concerning the hose tower in question, the 
mayor explained that it’s not truly a hose tower. 
“It’s a hose rack. Hose are hung on the same 
rack as before . . . outside . . . that s really a stair¬ 
well.” 

He said he would like to hear from the police 
department and he would like to continue it to the 
next agenda, asking the architect to revise the tower. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler put those words 
in a motion and it passed unanimously. 

Ron Coleman, appearing first as a citizen and 
second as a Parks and Recreation Commissioner, 
addressed the “disastrous” condition of the public 
restrooms, both in Memorial and Sierra Vista Parks. 

“1 was here three months ago talking about 
restroom facilities in the city . . . they are a po- 
Tential health hazard. We have the city con¬ 
doning this type of facililty. The urinal in the men s 
room is gone, has been for three weeks . . . They 
are trying to fix a blockage in the line. I realize 
you have numerous projects to fund with CRA 
money ... but this is something we need to fix 

now.” 

While he passed colored photographs around 
the council he continued, “We have a capital in- 
’ vestment of between S25,000 and $30,0(X) in the 
floor in the rec building (on East Sierra Madre

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Back-to-school 
safety tips 

Back-to-school can be a time of worry 
tor parents, especially if children walk 
or bike to school. 

“Keeping children and their proper¬ 
ty safe takes more than common sense,” 
says Stuart E. Gothold, Los Angeles County 
Superintendent of Schools and chief ad¬ 
ministrator of the Los Angeles County 
Office of Education. 

“By helping them plan for situations 
they might encounter, parents can teach 
children safe behavior and feel more at 
ease when they’re not around,” Gothold 
said. 

To aid parents, the Office of Edu¬ 
cation has released these safety tips: 

—Walk children to a new school be¬ 
fore the year begins, pointing out 
dangerous intersections, dark 
streets and missing sidewalks. 

—Find out from the school where 
crossing guards are posted. If child¬ 
ren go to school early or stay 
late for an activity, will the cross¬ 
ing guard be gone? When child¬ 
ren change their routine, the en¬ 
vironment changes and becomes 
more dangerous. 

—Teach children how to use the 
emergency telephone number 911 
if they are injured, followed or 
threatened. 

—Children are safer when they trav¬ 
el in groups. 

—Establish a “Safe house” in the 
neighborhood where kids can go 
if they’re endangered or locked 
out after school. A retired person 
or someone who is home all day 
is a good choice. 

—Teach children their addresses, and 
put your work phone number in 
their wailets or notebooks. Esta- 
biish a contact for children to call 
if something happens or if they go 
somewhere after school. 

—Find out who your child’s school 
friends are and get their telephone 
numbers. If your child doesn’t come 
home right after school, you’ll know 
whom to call. Know your child’s 
commuting time and exact school 
hours. 

—Tell children what to do if you 
' arrange to meet them and for 
some reason you don’t show up. 

—Eighty percent of sexual molesta¬ 
tions are by a friend of the fam¬ 
ily. Tell children exactly from whom 
they may take a ride. If you send 
someone to pick up your child, 
call the school. 

—Tell children to disbelieve anyone 
who says, “Your mommy asked me 
to pick you up from school” or 
makes similar claims. Most import¬ 
ant, if someone tells your child 
that he or she needs help finding 
a lost puppy or kitten, your child 
should head for safety immediately. 
That ruse is a very common pre¬ 
lude to kidnapping, as is the offer 
of an ice cream cone or candy. 

—A child must never tell a strang¬ 
er, even over the phone, that no¬ 
body else is home. 

—Tell older children what has hap¬ 
pened to hitchhikers, especiaiiy 
over the last six or seven years. 

—Bus travel has its own set of 
niles, and kids should know what to 
do if the bus doesn’t come or if 
they get off at the wrong stop. 
Before school starts, teach them 
to recognize their drop-off point 
and write down in their notebook. 
Make sure they know their bus 
numbers, and write that down, too. 
They can check with the driver 
that they are on the right bus. 
Know your chiid’s bus route. 

—Take turns with other parents go¬ 
ing to the bus stop in the morn¬ 
ing to make sure children aren’t 
smoking or being harassed. 

—Children, especially those in ele¬ 
mentary school, should watch out 
for dogs and know how to act 
around them. Even a friendly dog 
can change when you’re on its 
territory. 

—Listen to weather reports, remem¬ 
ber that mornings and evenings may 
be quite cooi, and dress your 
child appropriately. As days get 
shorter, visibility becomes a pro¬ 
blem, so dress your child in light 
colors . Put reflectors on book- 
bags and even sneakers. Children 
should face traffic so they can see 
approaching headlights. 

—Bike riders should have safe riding 
habits and use hand signals. Bikes 
should have lights and reflectors 
and be in good shape. 

—Know the attendance policy at your 
child’s school. Will you be called 
if your child is absent?

face lack of money 


Herbert Hawkins Co. expands

ed homemakers in Cali¬ 
fornia, and more than 

II. 4 million in America, 
according to a new report 
released recently which 
analyzes 1980 Census data 
to obtain an economic 
portrait of women who 
lose their main source of 
income through the death, 
disability, or long-term 
unemployment of a spouse 
or through divorce or sep¬ 
aration. This total repre¬ 
sents more than double 
the number of displaced 
homemakers found in the 
last analysis, done in 1976 
by the Department of 
Labor. 

Locally, the Placement 


Service for Older Workers 
released additional data 
which shows that of the 
1,148,000 displaced home¬ 
makers in California, 
74 percent are white, 10 
percent are black and 9 
percent are hispanic, 70 
percent are over age 55, 
majority are poor. 

“What we see is that 
widowed and divorced 
women have to work to 
support themselves and 
their families. But too 
often, sexism, agism and, 
in some cases, racism 
combine with rusty skills 
and a lack of recent work 
experience to leave dis¬ 
placed homemakers in 
poverty,” according to 
Pat Rostker, director of 


the Placement Service for 
Older Workers, a federal 
funded agency that helps 
persons age 40 or better 
find jobs, and in so doing, 
help at least 50 such dis¬ 
placed homemakers per 
year. 

PSOW recently receiv¬ 
ed a grant of $3000 from 
the Los Angeles Women’s 
Foundation to provide 
free job search and place¬ 
ment services to older dis¬ 
placed homemakers no 
matter where they live, 
nor what their recent in¬ 
come has been.
